Victory tomorrow for the administra- 
tion currency inflation bill was as- 
sured when house democrats  over- 
whelmed a fighting republican minor- 
ity today -in two test votes during 
an uproarious and dramatic session. 
There were cries of “dictatorship” 
and “Hitlerism” against the powers 
ever currency § granted President 
Roosevelt in the sweeping Thomas 
amendment to the farm bill. Repub- 
licans also: criticized the rule which 
permits no amendments to the bill. 
But all was in vain. 
The climax of the stormy session 
eame, not from the floor, but from 
the gallery. A pretty young woman

ly on the steps and shouted: 

“In a million years you'll never 
get out of this depression the’ way 
you’re going now.” 

“I’ve Told You.” ; 

She continued her denunciation as 

she walked calmly up the stairs. 
Representative Jack Cochran, demo- 
erat, Missouri, who was in the chair, 
loudly called for the sergeant-at-arms. 
The woman was undisturbed. Turn- 
ing about she flung back: “I’ve told 
vou.” 
" As the door swung closed, there 
was a burst of relieved laughter from 
the floor. The young woman, who 
gave her name as Betty Richmond, 
from Chicago, was permitted to leave 
and her last words were: 

“T eame here to cure the depres- 
sion.”

TN SENATE ATTACK 
UN OHIDALS PLANS 


Republicans’ Effort To 
Kill Revenue for States 
Is Voted Down by 43-To- 
31 Ballot. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—())— 
The senate today retained in the Nor- 
ris Tennessee valley-Muscle Shoals 
bill provisions to pay Alabama and 
Tennessee five per cent of the gross 
proceeds from the sale of electric pow- 
er at Wilson and Cove Creek dams. 

An amendment by Senator Vanden- 
berg, republican, Michigan, to strike 
out the grants to the two states to 
compensate for loss of local taxation 
was rejected, 43 to 31. 

Senator Norris, republican, Nebras- 
ka, author of the bill, then offered and 
the senate approved an amendment to 


authorize the government corporation’ 


which will administer the law to pur- 
chase as well as construct and lease 
power transmission lines. 

The senate failed to reach a final 
vote today on the bill, republican 
speeches putting off a decision until 
tomorrow, 

The republican “regulars” rose to 
the assault, one after the other, to de- 
nounce the measure under which the 
government is to undertake «produc: 
tion of electric power, and the far- 
visioned navigation, flood control and 
other development sought by President 
Roosevelt.

Gov. Talmadge Refuses BRITISH CONCLIDE 


To Call Session on Beer 7pApf AGREEMENT 


Executive Is Shown Signed Pledges of Majority 
of Both Houses—Indicates Action Must 
Include Repeal As Well. 


_ Governor Eugene Talmadge, align- 
ing himself with the anti-beer, anti- 
repeal prohibitionists, announced Tues- 
day that he will not call the legis- 


‘lature into extraordinary session at 


this time to consider measures pro- 
viding for the legalization of beer, 
made it known definitely that he will 
never call a session for beer only and 
revealed that he feels that if beer is 
taken up the whole prohibition ques- 
tion should be considered from every 
angle, including repeal of the 18th 

amendment. 
“It wouldn’t do the people a damned 
f good to drink a few bottles of 
nd sweat them out,” the gover- 

nor said, 

“The religious people of Geérgia, 


ms church and Sunday school peo- 
| ple, 


started the prohibition move- 
ment, and they are the ones to start 
any movement to repeal the prohibi- 
tion laws. If you can get them to say 
that they made a mistake and want 
the dry law repealed, then I will call 
an extra session to take up the whole 
prohibition issue.” 

The governor’s announcement came 
after Representative Eugene A. Ep- 
ting, of Clarke county, leader in the 
movement for a beer session, laid on 
the chief executive’s desk the signed 
pledges of a majority of both houses 
that they would support beer. Epting 
had the pledges of 119 representatives 
and 26 senators, the necessary consti- 
tutional majorities in both branches 
of the assembly. 

“I cannot under any consideration 
be made to feel that the absence of 
or the presence of legal beer in Geor- 
gia’ constitutes an emergency,” the 
governor said, pointing out that it 


would be necessary for him to declare 
that an emergency existed if he issued 
a call for the session. 

“The prohibition question should 
not be tackled for beer alone,” the 
chief executive went on. “You've got 
to consider the whole problem. Legal 
beer won't stop the drinking of hard 
liquor. In fact, I believe it would 
encourage it. Legalized beer is not 
going to solve the country’s prohibi- 
tion problems.” 

e governor waved aside a ques- 
tion on whether or not he would veto 
a beer bill, when and if one is adopt- 
ed by the legislature without other 
prohibition angles having been con- 
sidered, 

“There won't be a beer bill for a 
long time and it is too early to talk 
about whether I'd sign it or not,” 
he said. 

The‘ governor turned thumbs down 
on the beer session at his regular daily 
press conference which was‘ attended 
by the regular capitol newspapermen 
and by J. H. Stevens, managing editor 
of the Augusta Chronicle, Jack Bates, 
a staff writer of that paper, and by 
Reavis O’Neal, news editor of The 
Statesman, a weekly political periodi- 
cal~of which Mr. Yalmadge is asso- 
ciate editor and a regular contributor. 

As soon as the conference opened 
the newspapermen told the governor 
that Representative Epting was in an 
outer office with the signatures of 
the majorities necessary to adopt the 
bill. He sent word to the represent- 
atives to join in the conference.

WITH ARGENTINA 


Pact May Prove Serious 
Threat To U. S. Com- 
merce With Major South 
American Republic.

LONDON, May 2.—(UP)—A com- 

prehensive trade agreement which-may 
seriously threaten the foreign trade 
of the United States was signed to- 
day by Great Britain and the Argen- 
tine republic. 

Reciprocal trade and monetary ex- 
change advantages between England 
and the Argentine were revealed in 
the text of the pact, obtained exclu- 
sively by the United Press here, 

These advantages, 1t was felt, may 
prove a serious setback to the United 
States unless President Roosevelt 
launches a prompt and powerful coun- 
ter-offensive against what already has 
developed into a new Anglo-American 
pe geecet for the rich Argentine mar- 
kets. 

The agreement is to run for three 
years. It was understood it is one o 
three trade treaties which Argentina 
intends making with various coun- 
tries, 

A supplementary accord, the text 
stipulates, must be negotiated prior to 
August 1, revising mutually tariffs 
which Britain hopes will be reduced 
on certain articles, enabling her manu- 
facturers to outsell the United States 
in the Argentine. 

The convention features a_ tariff 
truce pending the conclusion of the 
supplementary agreement. 

The century-old most-favored-nation 
treaty between England and Argentina 
is reaffirmed in this pact, which defi- 
nitely rules out discriminatory tariff 
preferences. 

Significantly, the convention safe- 
guards United States bondholders be- 
cause it establishes formally the prior- 
ity of foreign debt service over all 
other remittances. 

A 25-year sterling loan in bonds, 
probably for 10,000,000 pounds, was 
agreed to by Argentina, to be handed 
over to persons holding cash frozen 
in Buenos Aires by the exchange ex- 
port restrictions.

“There are still great difficulties 
but they are not insuperable,” Count 


Nadolny declared after suggesting the be 


armament and explaining that if the 
German proposals are rejected, his 
nation should be allowed all land, na- 
val and air armaments deemed neces- 
sary for defense by other countries. 

“The German government has suf- 
ficiently proved its good will,” he 
continued. 

After praising the attitude of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and Norman H. Davis, 
special American envoy to Europe, 
regarding conciliation of conflicting 
viewpoints on disarmament, 
Nadolny said: : 

“We have accepted in principle the 
period of transition for the practical 
realization of full equality rights for 
Germany. 

“This proves there is absolutely no 
foundation for the opinion that Ger- 
many wishes to avail herself of dis- 
armament to proceed with her own 
re-armament at the highest possible 
level. The contrary is the case.” 

The German delegate, who won & 
victory yesterday when the commit- 
tee on armies voted not to consider 
Chancellor Hitler’s storm troopers, at

The feud between Governor Tal- 
madge and the state highway commis- 
sion reached a new climax Tuesday 
when the commission issued a lashing 


public statement blaming the governor 
for the department's present paralyzed 
condition and friends of the chief 
executive placed in his hands the most 
powerful weapon at his command— 
the impounding of all funds of the de- 
partment. 

Meeting behind closed doors after 
publicly attacking the governor, the 
conmnission laid plans for the immedi- 
ate dismissal of 200 of its 1,500 em- 
ployes and for the turning back to the 
counties of 525 convicts who have 
en used on county road work since 
early in January. 

The impounding of the highway de- 
partment’s funds now in the treasury 
was suggested to the governor after 
the os ie statement attacking him 
had n issued by Chairman J. W. 
Barnett and W. C. Vereen, consti- 
tuting a majority of the board. 

It was pointed out to the chief 
executive that in an old and unused 
section of the code there is a provision 
whereby he may at any time he de- 
und funds in the treasury 
and apply them to past due debts of 
the state. It also was pointed out that 
the state has a past due deficit of 
more than $4,000,000 and the gov- 
ernor may use highway money to pay 
these obligations. The A mame depart- 
ment at *present has approximately 
$1,000,000 to its credit in the state 
treasury.

Mowrer’s Book Basic of 
News Man’s Personal 
Conquest of Nazis. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., May 2.—(4)— 
An American newspaper correspond- 
ent, with backing of foreign corre- 
spondents in Berlin, won the “only 
victory of any individual or group I 
know of in a clash with the nazis,” 
Dean Carl W. Ackerman, of Colum- 
bia University school of journalism, of 
New York, told students of the Uni- 
versity. of Missouri here tonight. 

Speaking at a célebration of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the Mis- 
souri school of journalism, Dean Ack- 
erman said Edgar Ansel Mowrer, of 
the Chicago Daily News, withstood an 
attempt by the Hitler government to 
establish control of foreign corre- 
spondents in Berlin. 

“Mr..Mowrer had written a_ book, 
‘Germany Puts the Clock ‘Back,’ 
which, according to a full report ap- 
pearing in the New York Times, was 
criticized by the nazi government,” 
the dean said. “Mr. Mowrer was in- 


formed he would have to resign the 
presidency of the association or the 
government would boycott that organ- 
ization. 

“He submitted his resignation to 
his colleagues, some 135 correspond- 
ents representing newspapers of 20 
nations, and stated the facts of the 
case,” 

Dean Ackerman quoted the corre- 
spondent as.saying in his resignation: 

“My own stand is this: Freedom 
of correspondents must not be ham- 
pered by any kind of social or polit- 
ical pressure provided they report the 
news on the basis of reliable informa- 
tion.” 

“Again ,the following traditions of 
our profession,” continued Dean 
Ackerman, “the correspondents de- 
clined to accept Mr. Mowrer’s resig- 
nation, and so notified the nazi gov- 
ernment. 

“In the face of the overpowering 
dictatorship of Adolph Hitler, this is 
the only victory of any individual or 
group that I know of in a clash with 
the nazis. And it was a victory of a 
newspaper correspondent.” 

Mowrer, who won the Pulitzer 
prize this year for foreign correspond- 
ence, was described by Dean Acker 
man as a “force in foreign affairs.”

CRIME IS CONDEMNED 


BY NEGRO MINISTERS 


ALL TRADE UNIONS 
SFIED BY HITLER 


Death Blow Is Believed 
Dealt to Socialist-Organ- 
ized Labor in Germany. 


BERLIN, May 2.—(/)—A stunning 
blow to socialist-organized labor was 
dealt today by the surprise occupa- 


tion by nazi storm troopers of all 
premises throughout Germany of the 
free trade unions, whose aggregate 
membership is about 4,000,000. 


Socialist union leaders were arrest- 
ed and the brown shirted nazi follow- 
ers of Chancellor Adolf Hitler an- 
nounced that henceforth the trade un- 
ions will be national, instead of inter- 
national, in character. 


The raids on the offices were con- 
ducted early today under orders of 
Robert Ley, a nazi member of the 
reichstag, who now is president of the 
state’s council, 

In a communique Herr Ley said 
that “we have not yet drawn the 
whole labor world into our ranks, but 
we shall not cease our efforts until 
the last worker recognizes that our 
way is the only right way.” 

Assurances were given the union 
that savings bank deposits and pen- 
sions will not be touched. The nazi 
seizures apparently encountered re- 
sistance nowhere because of the sud- 
denness with which they were carried 
out. 

Of the total membership, the metal 
workers accounted for 827,000; fae- 
tory hands, 450,000, and public serv- 
ice workers about 600,000. The others 
were textile, wood and building trades 
workers and members of affiliated or- 
ganizations. 

The trade unions, which grew in 
membership since Prince Bismarck 
started his scheme of compulsory so- 
cial insurance, enrolled 8,000,000 mem- 
bers in 1920, but there was a great 
falling off later on. 


The trade unions moved mentally | 


along Marxist circles, although their 
leaders tried to swing them into line 
with the tenets of the new govern- 
ment, 

Nazi stornt*troopers occupied na- 
tional headquarters of the unions and 
the large metal workers’ union build- 
ing in Berlin. 

Bernhard Rust, Prussian education 
minister, today summarily dismissed 
21 professors from Berlin Ugiversity 
and nine from Cologne University. 

The number dismissed from the Ber- 
lin institution included the eminent 
cancer specialist, Ferdinand Blumen- 
thal; Friedrich Franz Friedmann, tu- 
berculosis specialist ; Eugen Mittwoch, 
orientalist; Walter Norden, philol- 
ogist; Isaai Schur, mathematician, 
and Julius Pokorny, Celtic expert. 


LOSS BY UTILITY FIRM 
N TRADING 1S SHOWN 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—(?)—A 
net loss of $1,551,626 by the Cities 
Service Securities Company in_ its 
marketing, during 1929 and 1930, of 
the Class A common stock of the 
Arkansas Natural Gas Corporation 
was reported to the federal trade com- 
mission today by Thomas W. Mitchell, 
commission examiner. 

Mitchell was recalled by the com- 
mission’s chief counsel, “Robert E. 
Healy. as hearings on the affairs of 
the Cities Service Securities Company 
were resumed. The securities com- 
pany, wholly owned by the Cities 
Service Company, is being investi- 
gated as one phase of the general in- 
quiry into electric utilities. 

The Arkansas Company is a sub-

WAHINGTON, May 2.—For the 
eighth consecutive time in 10 years 
the city of Albany, Ga., today was 
awarded a bronze plaque for having 
the best fire prevention record of any 
city in the United States with a pop- 
ulation of more than 10,000. 

Appropriate ceremonies incident to 
presentation of the plaque to Fire 
Chief “Bill” Brosnan, of Albany, by 
Henry H. Harriman, president of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce, 
were held at a luncheon given in 
honor of Some 1,000 guests at the Wil- 
lard hotel here. 

The junior senator from Georgia, 
Richard B. Russell Jr., and Congress- 
man Edward Eugene Cox, who repre- 
sents the Albany district in the house, 
were among the official guests at the 
luncheon. 

It was pointed out by President 
Harriman that Albany occupies a 
unique position among the smaller 
cities of the country in the matter of 
fire prevention. 

_“Not only has Bill Brosnan been 
fire chief of Albany for some 
years,” said Representative Cox, “but 
he has been largely instrumental in 
causing his city to have the lowest 
fire insurance rates in the south and 
the lowest ner capita fire loss in the 
United States. This is a. remarkable 
record for any municipality, and it 
was so recognized by the International 
Association of Fire Chiefs when to- 
day’s award was made. 

“In 1928, Albany had a fire loss 
of $19.50 per 1,000 population. Four 
years later the loss was reduced to 
$11.25 and this year it is $10.12.

MOULTRIE MERCHANT 
SE ‘CHANGED WORLD 


MOULTRIE, Ga., May 2.—Ad- 
vances in the price of cotton, hogs 
and corn have made this “a changed 
world,” according to Moultrie mer- 
chants, who report the best business 
they have had at this season in more 
than two years. 

There are approximately 10,000 
bales of cotton in the warehouses 
here or stored on the farma in Col- 
quitt county.

Signor Jung and Ambassador Rosso 
will begin economic conversations 
with President Roosevelt and his ad- 
visers tomorrow. They will continue 
for three days.

While conducting a parent-child re- 
lationship institute for tht Womens 
Interdenominational Pnion, Philadel- 
phia, I learned of thé nutrition educa- 
tion program of one of its leaders, 
Mrs. Anna DePlanter Bowes, who is 
in charge of nutrition education for 
the Philadelphia Child Health Society. 
Mrs. Bowes has worked out for her 
city a printed sheet entitled, “Foois 
for Boys and Girls Six to Twelve 
Years of Age.” This age has frequent- 
ly been neglected. Let me quote from 
it: ; 

“Milk deserves first attention. Take 


at least three glasses a day—11-2 as |, 


a drink or with other foods. A quart 
is highly desirable for many children. 
Recent studies have shown that chil- 
dren are generally healthier when this 
amount is u . No other food 
provides as many substances _ for 
growth as milk does. 

“Vegetables are second in impor- 
tance. Every day eat some raw vege- 
table and two to four tablespoons of 
cooked vegetables in addition to pota- 
toes. Lettuce, endive, romaine, cel- 
ery, carrots or cabbage are the best 
raw vegetables. All raw vegetables 
should be thoroughly chewed... . 

“Fruits. Eat two servings of fruit 
daily. Raw fruits are best. 


ed fruits offer a variety, and are 
usually more easily digested than raw 
fruits. Stewed figs, raisins and prunes 
are high in food value... . Vege- 
tables and fruits must be eaten daily. 
They provide necessary minerals and 
vitamins and help to prevent consti- 
pation, 

“Cereals and Bread. A hot, cooked, 
brown cereal with plenty of milk is 
one of the best foods for a school 
child’s breakfast. . . .« Many chili- 
dren of these ages eat too much bread 
andbnot enough vegetables and fruits. 
Restrict bread to two slices a meal 
until all other foods have been eaten 
in proper quantity. Whole grain 
breads and crisp toast are better ttn 
white bread. 

“‘Meat, fish, eggs and cheese.

When the atropine is introduced into | 
the eye it causes a wide dilation of | 
the pupil. As a result the tension of 
the sclera, or outer membrance of 
the eyeball is greatly raised. 

In many instances sight has been 
totally destroyed by the use of atro- 
pine in ignorance of the action it has 
on the intraocular tension. 

If the eyes look dull and tired, wash 
them out with a good eyewash, en 
lay warm and cold wet cloths alter- 
nately over them, Or place little pads 
of cotton moistened with witch hazel 
on them and rest a bit. Either prac- 
tice will help greatly in soothing the 
eyes and giving them: an attractive 
brilliance and sparkle. :

Under Present Cuban Rulers 


NEW YORK, May 2.—(4)—Clara 
Porset’s father was the last royal 
governor of one of Spain’s provinces 
in Cuba, but instead of longing for 
the B mayy regime, Miss Porset is 
eore Cath. ‘for -a “socialized republic” 


Tee described herself today as an 
“exile in New York.” 

In the perfect English she learned 
at Columbia University—she also has 
attended colleges in Havana and 
Paris—she: tells ‘stories “of: the ter- 
ror.’ 

She counted “at least 40” of her 
own friends she said had been. as- 
sassinated. She described how, of her 
own knowledge, she knows that stu- 
dents had their eyes gouged out and 
their teeth extracted before being 
executed “on any charge or none.” 

She herself took refuge in the Brit- 
ish legation in Havana last fall and 
remained in hiding four months until 
she came to the nited States. 

“It was announced,” she said, “that 
the opposition was hiding behind 
skirts and therefore the women of 
the revolutionary forces. would be sin- 
pes out for special reprisals. Unof- 
icially several women leaders were 


mentioned. Yes, I was one of the 
‘chosen.’ 


Miss Porset said women in Cuba 
have been the “backbone of the revo- 
lution.” She told how they have signed 
manifestos, hidden fleeing students, 
and prepared themselves for “drastic 
action.” 

“They held parades when gather 
ing in the streets was possible, and 
girl students fought beside the boys 
against police. Numberless women 
now are in jail. 

“When the revolution comes 
women will fight with the men.” 

Her voice trembled as she told of 
the assassination of an _ intimate 
friend, Freyre de Andrade, professor 
of law in the now closed University 
of Havana.

CERRO’S DRAMATIC DEATH. 

The assassination of President 
Louis M. Sanchez Cerro, of Peru, 
is in keeping with the dynamic, and 
ofttimes startling, personality of the 
man who, although small of stature 
and only 43 years of age, ruled with 
a mailed fist. 

In the présence of 20,000 army 


tators, this Latin American dictator 
— more like Mussolini, it is said, 


twinkling of an eye with neither his 
guards nor the massed thousands 
able to extend a staying hand. 

No other Latin American country 
has been as much a land of conquest 
and death as has Peru, which has 
had a colorful history, the record of 
which runs back before the time of 
Christ. Twenty centuries ago Peru 
had a civilization of astonishing ‘cul- 
tural attainments. The people who 
created this culture were . swept 
away by the Incas, who built great 
cities and broadened the boundaries 
of their land, only in turn to be 
annihilated by the conquistadors of 
Spain. 4 

Under the Spanish a new aris- 
tocracy of military adventurers 
ruled Peru for three centuries, and 
the life of the country was not un- 
like that of Europe during the same 
period. Then came the wave of 
revolutions that swept over .South 
America in the 1820’s, and Spanish 
domination followed in the foot- 
Steps of the rule of the Incas. 

The population now—comprising 
some seven or eight million people 
—is of mixed blood, 3,000,000 of 
whom are Indians, 2,000,000 mes- 
tizos (mixed Spanish and Indian) 
and 500,000 white. 

Since the long reign of the Span- 
ish there has been little stability to 
Peru’s government. One dictator 
followed another, generally win- 
ning office via the revolution route, 
and once in control rewriting or 
ignoring the national constitution 
at will. 

President Cerro overthrew the 
notorious Leguia, who was stripped 
of the immense fortune he had ac- 
cumulated and sent to prison. 

Peru comes rightly by its legend- 
ary reputation for tremendous 
wealth and during the past half een- 
tury hundreds of millions of Amer- 
ican dollars have been poured into 
its mines, fields and industries. Rich 
in mineral deposits, it is as large 
as France, Germany and Italy com- 
bined, and produces cotton, sugar, 
wool, wheat and other major prod- 
ucts as cheaply as is possible any- 
where else in the world. 

The extent of American invest- 
ment in Peru will cause a careful 
watch to be kept, both by our busi- 
ness interests and by the govern- 
ment, on the developments which 
follow the death of Cerro. While 
former President Benavides has al- 
ready been named president by the 
Peruyian congress, there is no cer-

SO CALCIUM IS GOOD FOR 
RHEU MATIZ? 

A great many persons suffering 
with recurring hives, hay fever, bron- 
chial asthma, or periodic sick head- 
aches (migraine) have obtained con- 
siderable benefit from taking calcium. 
I have recommended particularly to 
migraine victims the taking of, say, 
10 grains of calcium lactate three 
times a day for a period of 10 weeks. 
Calcium lactate is best dissolved in 
a little hot water, and this mixed with 
nearly a glassful of cold water, the 
dose to be taken soon after the meal, 
It has a taste, not very bad, but the 
taste may be covered by putting a 
few drops of lemon juice in the water, 
or some syrup of orange, or one may 
take the nearly tasteless gluconate of 
calcium instead of the lactate, though 
the gloconate is too expensive, I 
think, Occasionally calcium hactate ir- 
ritates or upsets a sensitive stomach. 
If that happens, it is too bad, but 
fortunately this is still a free coun- 
try and you needn’t take any more of 
the stuff, you know. In any case, 
please remember I do not 
it to do anything: I merely assure 
you it is a harmless experiment to 
try.

| Tremendous new powers for President 
Roosevelt to reduce federal outlays to- 
day were recommended to the house 
by its appropriations committee, em- 
bodied in a supply bill slashing vet- 
eran costs nearly half a billion dol- 
lars under current figures. 

. At the chief executive's request, the 
democratic leadership proposed to 
grant the president authority to mod- 
ify or cancel government transporta- 
tion contracts, retire civil service em- 
ployes with 30 years of service, fur- 
lou army and marine officers at 
half pay and furlough civil employes 
without pay for ay periods. 

To insure house approval of the 
plan the powerful rules committee 
acted immediately to protect the legis- 
lation provisions of the $535,573,936 
independent offices appropriation bill 
from amendment and approved a 
course of procedure to force one house 
vote for all the new grants of power. 

House leaders planned consideration 
of the supply bill for the 1934 fiscal 
year—which is $488,712,105 below 
the present appropriations, $467,741.- 
045 below the independent offices bill 
President Hoovér vetoed and $5,053 
above budget estimates—immediately 
after action on the farm-inflation 
measure, 

The entire republican minority on 


| the appropriations committee filed a 


vigorous dissent from the proposal to 
let Mr. Roosevelt revise ocean, air 
and railroad mail contracts. It con- 
tended that “where a contract is en- 
tered into in good faith by the parties 
and is legally and properly made, it 
seems in these times the height of 
absurdity for the government to take 
the lead in the cancellation of such 
contracts.”

“The law of Georgia which creates 
this department, creates the position 
of chief engineer, and puts the duty 
on the board of selecting the engineer 
afid his assistants, and fixing their 
pay. This department cannot sur 
render its functions to the governor. 
The law and our duties put the se- 
lection of the personnel of this’ de- 
partment upon the board, and if we 
permit the governor to run the depart- 
ment in this gy henay my we had as 
well turn it all over to him. 

“We do not propose to abandon our 
functions. The-chief engineer and his 
assistants are the most important 
group of officials in the department 
next to the commissioners themselves. 
The checking up of the work of con- 
tractors is put upon them. The skill 
and experience necessary to determine 
whether contractors have fulfilled 
their contracts is upon them, The 
board canfot use federal funds with- 
out a check up from its chief engineer, 
whose name must be upon every 
voucher paying out federal funds, If 
we did not have this co of en- 
gineers, the board would at the 
mercy of every contractor in his deal- 
ings with this department. It is im- 
possible to carry on the work of this 
department without a corps of skill 
and experienced engineers.

* The Filipinos seem about to get 
what they have been demanding, and 
what few of them actually .want—in- 
dependence in a few years. 
The world is witnessing something 
unique in modern history; a country 


voluntarily strrendering territory 
which it conquered and paid for, ter- 
ritory which is also a growing market 
for its goods. 

Though the Philippines compete to 
some extent with American farmers, 
they buy about as much in agricul- 
tural products as they send to this 
country. They take from the United 
States many things which cannot be 
produced in the islands. 

What may happen to the Philip- 
pines if they achieve independence it 
would be difficult to predict, but it is 
certain sthat the most ardent inde- 
pendistas are desperately afraid of 
complete freedom accompanied by a 
withdrawal of American protection. 

Complete Severance Undesired, 

There are those in the islands who 
insist upon a_ plebiscite. They say 
that granting independence will place 
this country in the position of hav- 
ing lifted an eastern people out of 
the slough of despotism and misrule;

which 64 per cent, or about $78,720, -

gan. It is certain, therefore. that im- 
ports will decline sharply when inde- 
pendence is declared and tariffs arv 
set up by both countries. 

Much of the capital invested in the 
Philippines is American, and under 
the influence of free tradé two great 
industries, sugar. and coconut oil, 
were built up, their exports account- 
ing for more thah two-thirds of the 
Philippine income from exports. Funds 
of the Philippine’ National bank were 
invested in these industries also, with 

e consent of the United States, so 
that ,at present a large part of the 
bank’s assets are based on sugar. 
Moreover, other enterprises were es- 
tablished to meet the demand and 
of the American market. 
As a consequence the Filipino laborer 
received higher wages than any other 
in the east and his seale of living 
was accordingly raised. 


When free trade ends, the result 
will be to extinguish many of the new 
industries, in the opinion of com pe- 
tent observers, with a consequent re- 
duction of the purchasing power of 
the nation and lower wages.

A Squeeze Through Bad 
Defense 


In a reeent Howell game played in 
New York city a very interesting hand 
came up. The first problem that had 
to be solved by the North and South 
pair was how to reach a game contract 
after West had opened the bidding. 
Assuming that four-odd in heart was 
reached, the yext problem was the 
best plan of play to fulfill this con- 
tract, followed by correct handling to 
give Declarer a play for five-odd. Since 
the game was scored on a match-point 
basis, overtrickgs were of considerable 
importance,

South, how- 
ever, decided to show his suit at 
the level of two while he could, in 
view of his partner’s Takeout Dou- 
ble. He feared a two-spade bid by 
West, followed by two passes, and 
then, of course, he himself would 
have to pass. 


West's Opening lead was the 5 of 
spades, which was naturally won with 
the King in Dummy... Declarer imme- 
diately saw on the biddivz that it 
was not the type of hand on which to 
try to ruff his losing damond tricks 
in Dummy. But in view of the bid- 
ding he saw considerable hope of be- 
ing able to discard some of his losers 
on the club suit if the double finesse 
was successful. Accordingly his next 
play was to test out the trump situ- 
ation. The best way of playing this 
type of trump’ suit is to play for the 
opposing honors to’ be split and to 
finesse two up to his own hand. 

The Queen was led from Dummy so 
that, if the King were wrong and thes 
Knave right, two entries into Declar- 
er’s own hand would be found.

West won this 
trick with the Ace, and at this point 
could have made a_ star defensive 
plex. If he now had returned a club, 
eclarer’s last entry-card would have 
been removed from before the 
squeeze cards could be a ed. How- 
ever, West was not sufficiently dis- 


|ecerning and almost automatically re- 


turned another diamond. This dia- 
mond trick was won with the King 
in Dummy and a trump led and won 
with the Ace in Declarer’s hand.

I have done my best to support my 
wife and children, to give them all of 
this world’s goods that I could af- 
ford and to treat them with considera- 
tion and kindness. But what have I 
got in return? Complaints that this 
or that neighbor have more clothes, 
a better house, a newer automobile, 
more frequent trips, nagging remind- 
ers that the house needs paint, the 
furniture new upholstering and the 
floors need refinishing. I have work- 
ed as hard as a man can work, sel- 
dom taking more than three days ya- 
cation during the year, I haven't 

n a big money-maker but that is 
not my fault, rather it is my misfor- 
tune. Every man would like to have 
enough money to give his family all 
the luxuries they want but most of 
ther do nots Sometimes I wonder if 
all wives are as unreasonable as mine 
and as unappreciative of their hus- 
bands’ efforts. God knows I have 
done the best I could, yet I am well 
past middle life and from here out I 
will have less earning power than I 
now have. The future holds a gloomy 
prospect for a man like me. I wish 
you would say something that would 
set my wife, aud others like her. to 
thinking of the damage they do to a 
mans spirit by continually holding 
him up for things he cannot in good 
conscience give.

ANSWER: . 

.I wonder if a woman can com- 
mit a greater sin than to hamiliate 
her husband’s spirit. I think not. 
And certainly there is no more suc- 
cessful method of doing this wicked 
thing than by making him feel that 
he failed to provide the ma- 
terial things necessary to her hap- 
piness and that of the children. 
Particularly is it cruel when he has 
worked hard and done his best and 
yet has not been successful as a 
money-maker. 


Society sets great store by a man’s 
ability to provide adequately for his 
family. And when circumstances 
checkmate him in such a way that he 
can only produce a paltry living he 
not only has the pain of denying his 
loved ones the luxuries he would like 
to give them but he has the embar- 
rassment of having the fact adver- 
tised. For a man’s family puts the 
spotlight upon him and enables*the 
public to estimate his ability, his 
success or his failure. Then how could 
any wife with an ounce of human 
kindness add to his unhappiness the 
humiliation of reminding him that he 
had failed? 


There must be one of two an- 
swers: either the wife is a greedy, 
grasping woman who cagatte her 
husband as a bank on which she 
may check, a bank whose rights to 
deny her the privilege of over- 
draught she resents, or the husband 
hasn’t admitted his wife to partner- 
ship in his finances but rather has 
put her in position of a hireling 
with regard to money and her nat- 
ural reaction has been the hire- 
ling’s which says: “I must ket all 
I can from my master by fair 
means or foul!” Several things 
may betray a man into withholding 
his confidence from his wife con- 
cerning his business affairs. False 
pride may do it, a mistaken sense 
of duty to shield her from worry 
and responsibility, or a foolish no- 
tion that nature has created him 
overlord of all property, including 
wife, children and moneys. But 
from whatever cause such withhold- 
ing of confidence comes about it's 
wrong. So long as the wife is 
partner in the affairs of home and 
heart she should be a partner in 
all the affairs of the man’s life. 

About the greedy wife, nothing 
can be done. Her selfishness pre- 
vents her feeling any sympathy for 
a humiliated man. But about the 
wife who is ignorant of the state 
of her husband’s finances a great 
deal can be done. She can be ini- 
tiated into the secrets of failure 
and be made acquainted with the 
gloomy prospect that the future 
holds for the family. She can be 
shown the ledger and taught the 
meaning of red and black ink. She 
will be quick to learn these les- 
sons. 


A reasonable woman (most of them 
are reasonable if they are treated 
fairly and affectionately) asks no 
more of her husband than he can af- 
ford to give her and she doesn’t pro- 
test against the privations that his 
modest earning capacity necessitates, 
provided she is acquainted with the 
whole truth about his affairs. 


The wife who complains that the 
neighbors have more clothes, better 
homes, newer cars more fre- 
quent t than she has, is con- 
ceivably the wife who doesn’t know 
what her husband can afford and 
if she doesn’t know it is because he 
hasn’t told her. Most of the trag- 
edies that destroy the peace and 
happiness of marriage are tragedies 
that come about directly or indi- 
rectly as a result of a failure of 
husband or wife to confide one in 
the other. Especially is this true 
of money and morals.

State Income Drops 
$1 ,689,311Under1932 


The income of the general treasury 
of the state for the first four months 
of this year was $1,689,311.30 less 
than the income during the first four 
months of 1932, State Auditor Tom 
Wisdom revealed Tuesday after a 
compilation of receipts. 

The records show an income of only 
$2,453,081.79 during the first four 
months of this year, while during the 
same period last year the receipts to- 
talled $4,142,403.09. 

The receipts for. April -this year 
were 680,428.18 and in April, 1932, 
the receipts totalled $893,813.58,
